Cllr Glynane said: “Billing Aquadrome 
will be taking on the running of the bal¬ 
loon festival, in association with some 
of our staff.” 

Cllr Tony Woods, leader of the council, 
was delighted that the festival could 
continue. 

He said: “The reason it was cut was 
because it was costing us around £3 per 
council tax payer to put on each year. 

“Unfortunately, I could not justify that 
sort of cost in this financial climate. 


“It was with a very heavy heart that we 
made the decision, but I am absolutely 
delighted that Billing Aquadrome have 
come in to take control of it. It is very 
important for Northampton.” 

Events and leisure manager at Billing 
Aquadrome Karen Joseph said: “We are 
absolutely delighted to be hosting the 
balloon element of this prestigious 
event. 

“With the American Car Show the 
same weekend there is clearly some¬ 
thing for everyone - let’s just hope we 
still have this glorious weather to go 
with it.”

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Backing for opposition over wage cut plans 


A MOTION calling for the bor¬ 
ough council to oppose plans 
which could allow workers to 
forgo the National Minimum 
Wage in order to stay in a job 
has been passed. 

Last week this newspaper 
revealed how councillors 
planned to publicially criticise 
Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley for backing the bill. 

And at Monday’s Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council meeting 
the Labour proposals were 
passed with just three absten¬ 
tions. 

Mr Binley has given his sup¬ 
port to Employment Opportu¬ 
nities Bill which could allow 
workers to forgo the National 
Minimum Wage in order to stay 
in a job. But Labour’s Cllr Tess 
Scott claimed the Bill will ‘allow 
employers to pay employees 


less than the value of their 
labour.’ 

At the meeting it was suggest¬ 
ed that if the Bill was passed it 
could be open to scrupulous 
employers taking advantage of 
employees. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry (Liberal 
Democrats, West Hunsbury) 
said: “The whole point of this 
legislation is to protect people 
from scrupulous employers.” 

And Cllr David Palethorpe 
(Conservative, Billing) said: 
“This bill will impact the people 
of the UK if it goes through. 

“As an MP Mr Binley is an 
extremely honest man and 
wears his heart on his sleeve. 

“I do see that it could open the 
way to scrupulous employers. 

“I will be supporting this 
motion.” 

But speaking after the meeting, 


he added: “I think it makes 
sense if a group of people go to 
their boss and say they want to 
forgo a pay increase this year to 
be made up next year, and keep 
us in a job. I think that’s com¬ 
mon sense.” 

Cllr Palethorpe said he backed 
the motion as it asked for the 
chief executive of the council to 
write to Mr Binley asking him to 
‘seriously consider withdraw¬ 
ing his support for the bill.’ 

Speaking lat week Mr Binley 
said: “This Bill will allow 
employees to forgo a wage 
increase in the year, if they so 
wish, to support their employ¬ 
er. I want to keep small busi¬ 
nesses alive and the employees 
have the power to do this. This 
is up to the employees to go to 
their employer to put this for¬ 
ward.” 



Play it again, band

TRADITIONAL bands that have 
played in Abington Park band¬ 
stand for years will not get the 
chance to play in 2009. 

One of the groups to lose out is 
Abington Wind Band, which has 
played at the site for the past 15 
years. 

The band’s secretary Anthony 
Healey said they were disap¬ 
pointed by a borough council 
edict which gives priority to 
bands who have never played 
there before. 

He said: “We are very disap¬ 
pointed. 

“Abington Wind Band was 
formed by Dr Coles, he lived just 


across the road from the park. 
There has never been any both¬ 
er.” 

The issue was raised by Cllr Phil 
Larratt (Conservative, East 
Hunsbury) at Monday’s 
Northampton Borough Council 
meeting. 

He said: “The Abington Wind 
band has played every summer 
for years. 

“That band contacted the 
council to play free of charge. 

“And they were not offered a 
date. And I would like to know 
why?” 

Portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment Cllr Trini Crake (Liberal 
Democrat, Boughton Green) 
said: “We notified 30 bands. 20 
bands replied. 


“And nine asked for fuly 19. 
Which is exactly the same they 
asked for.” 

She added: “The Abington 
Band has played last year and the 
year before. 

“The council used the criteria 
of getting new bands to play. 

“The demand was so high. 

“And the Abington Band was 
not free of charge.” 

■ The Abington Wind band is 
set to play at Northampton 
Cathedral at 7.30pm on Sunday, 
Tune 14. 

There will be a variety of music 
and refreshments will be avail¬ 
able. No tickets are available but 
there will be a retiring collection 
for the Cathedral maintenance 
fund. 


Residents say wardens are needed away from centre 


A LACK of enforcement officers and wardens is 
leaving the town open to fly-tippers, according to 
residents. 

There is only one dedicated town centre warden 
at weekends and concerns have been raised that 
this is leaving the rest of Northampton at risk. 

Martin De’ Rosario, from Goldings, said: “There 
are not enough environmental officers available 
at the weekend. Those that are about are based in 
the town centre. That leaves the other areas of the 
town open for fly tipping. Goldings is not being 
looked after. I call it the forgotten Goldings.” 

Mr De’Rosiario is also unhappy with the way 
NBC dealt with an issue of fly tipping near to his 
home. On Monday, May 18 he noticed a sofa had 
been dumped outside his home. 

He said: “I rang NBC on Tuesday, May 19 to log 
the complaint. They said it would be picked up 
within 48 hours. On Thursday, May 21 it was still 
there. I phoned them up and I was told the com¬ 
plaint had not been logged.” 


Mr De’Rosario was then told he would have to 
wait until the following Tuesday due to the bank 
holiday, but the sofa was not removed until this 
Monday. 

Chairwoman of Northampton Independent 
Tenants Association, Beverley Mennell, added: 
“There is very little fly tipping in the town centre, 
but it is a big problem in the rural areas and in 
Northampton east. There needs to be someone 
solely patrolling on a permanent basis.” 

The council’s head of public protection Steve 
Elsey said: “We aim to remove any reported fly tip¬ 
ping within 24 hours. We have a team of nine envi¬ 
ronmental wardens who identify and deal with 
problems such as fly tipping. In addition to this 
we have three new environmental crime officers 
since April to investigate fly tipping.” 

A council spokesperson said: “We have one war¬ 
den dedicated to the town centre. Each of our war¬ 
dens works on a rota that includes working on a 
number of weekends.” 
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Still searching for 
missing teenager

A WITNESS has come forward 
in the hunt for missing teenag¬ 
er Steven Vernon. 

Police confirmed that a dog 
walker saw a man in the water 
up to his ankles at around the 
time Steven went missing, on 
Tuesday, May 26. 

Steven, a keen martial arts 
enthusiast, was out training in 
Sywell Country Park when he 
told his friend he wanted to take 
a swim. 

After completing another lap, 
his friend returned to find a pile 
of Steven’s clothes, but no sign of 
him. 

Chief Inspector Andy Collins 
said: “It would have taken 
around 20 minutes to complete 
another lap of the lake, but when 
she returned, she had a look for 
Steven, thinking he maybe was 
playing a prank. 

“She raised the alarm shortly 
after. We searched the lake bed, 


and used off-road bikes to 
search in fields around the park. 
We also used the police helicop¬ 
ter to search the wider area.” 

A police helicopter and 
Spartan Rescue team have been 
combing the 60 acre lake looking 
for any signs of the body, but 
have still been unsuccessful. 

Inspector Pete Chisholm, from 
Northamptonshire Police, said: 
“The witness was on the other 
side of the lake at the time, and 
saw a man splashing water on 
himself around where Steven 
would have gone in. 

“We have checked taxi compa¬ 
nies in the area who may have 
picked up a man who matched 
his description, GPs and hospi¬ 
tals.” 

A Spartan Rescue team has 
been searching the water with 
sonar equipment. 

Mark Burnett, with Spartan, 
said: “We have been using a 
range of equipment, including 
side scan sonar. It gives us a very 
clear view of the water. 


“There are a number of 
dynamics we have to deal with, 
such as wind and waves, and it is 
our experience that bodies can 
move. 

“The water can range from 
around eight to ten metres deep, 
but if you were just treading 
water, you would not reach the 
weeds under the water. 

“The water can be as cold as 
seven to eight degrees, so this is 
a massive change to the human 
body. The search will continue 
until further information is 
found, but it is down to 
Northamptonshire Police.” 

Inspector Chisholm said: “Our 
thoughts are with the family and 
his friends. We are still urging 
witnesses to come forward.”

Fighting a rubbish battle 

NOT enough is being done to combat the problem of lit¬ 
ter in the town’s parks, according to opposition council¬ 
lors. 

The amount of litter in areas such as Abington Park and 
the Racecourse is increasing as the weather improves. 

The issue was raised at Monday’s Northampton Borough 
Council meeting. Cllr Phill Larrartt (Conservative, East 
Hunsbury) and Cllr Tony Clarke (Independent, Castle) 
raised concerns that wardens monitoring the littering in 
parks were not in the right place at the right time 

Speaking at the meeting, environmental portfolio hold¬ 
er Cllr Trini Crake (Lib Dem, Boughton Green) replied: 
“This weekend there were people picking litter on 
Saturday and Sunday and will be for the duration of the 
summer. It is the job of all of us not to drop litter. And take 
the litter home with you.” 

But Cllr Clarke disagreed, saying: “This council doesn’t 
do a good job in using its resources. This council can’t 
clear ice on Abington Street when it snows. It doesn’t clear 
rubbish in our parks when the sun shines. This council 
has cut to the bone its services. Can you provide a list to 
this council of all the loss of services to grounds mainte¬ 
nance? Let’s see it in the flesh. Our town’s in a mess and its 
getting worse.” 

Cllr Crake added: “I had the resources where needed if 
you had of gone to the parks this Saturday. I know what 
you are saying, but we are doing our very best.” 


No investigation 

ONE crime in ten will not be investigated 
by Northamptonshire Police. 

Of 60,000 crimes reported between April 
2008 and March 2009, just over 7,000 (11.7 
per cent) were not investigated by Crime 
Safety Units. 

One in five drug offences and one in four 
criminal damage reports were deemed 
unsolvable. And more than 11 per cent of 
commercial burglaries were also screened 
out by police. Assistant Chief Constable 
Alan Leatherstone said: “The screening of 
incidents is a usual practice for many 
forces across the country and is a way of 
assessing the likelihood of identifying a 
suspect for a particular crime. The deci¬ 
sion to investigate is made after taking into 
account all the evidence available to offi¬ 
cers, including forensics and witness 
reports.” 

He added: “We take all reports of crimes 
seriously and I would urge anyone who 
has been the victim of a crime to report it 
to us so we can work to establish who was 
responsible and bring them to justice.”

Tax should be based on the ability to 
pay not the size of people’s property 


IAN Pettit (H&P, May 28) 
asks why the Council Tax 
has increased locally, 
despite the recession? 

I think the answers are 
quite simple. 

1. Central Government, 
New Labour, has gradually 
reduced the grants to local 
authorities since 1997, 
therefore part of the reason 
for the 100 per cent 
increase in charges, over 
the last 12 years. 

2. Only about a third of 
the adult population pay 
towards the cost. The easy 
target is to bill household¬ 
ers. So whether there are 
one, two, or three, or more 
earners in a property, the 
cost is based on the anti¬ 


quated method of property 
valuation, not ability to pay. 

3. How can that be just, 
when a single pensioner, on 
a modest income, pays the 
same, (less 25 per cent) 
when living in an identical 
house, as a family, all with 
an income, to share the 
cost? 

4. Council Tax needs 
urgently to be amalgamat¬ 
ed with Income Tax so that, 
as a consequence, everyone 
with an income pays a con¬ 
tribution according to their 
means. People demand 
services, not houses 

5. The savings in local 
administration would be 
enormous. Far less staff on 
the pay role, ie. no account 


‘demands’ to produce and 
post. No rebates to calcu¬ 
late. No court cases for 
debtors, because all monies 
taken at source. 

6. Central Government at 
present control 80 per cent 
of the charge, so why not all 
of it? 

7. The same should apply 
exactly as to the way in 
which the overpriced BBC 
Licence fee is administered. 
All adult residents should 
pay, via Income Tax. As an 
outcome, will all pay less. 
No need then for the detec¬ 
tor vans. 

8. With regard to MP’s 
expenses and Lionel 
Sebastian’s letter. 

Cut down the size of our 


Parliament to 400 MPs 
because most of our laws 
are now determined via 
Brussels. Prosecute the 
offending fraudulent ex¬ 
pense claim members, oth¬ 
erwise the whole recent 
reported ugly episodes will 
be conveniently forgotten 
within a few months.

A MOTION to amend the way 
recycling is collected through¬ 
out the town has been rejected. 

The proposal, put forward by 
members of the Conservative 
opposition on Northampton 
Borough Council at Monday’s 
full council meeting, suggested 
issues over the fortnightly col¬ 
lection of green waste be 
resolved at the earliest possible 
chance. 

It also proposed that fortnight¬ 
ly collection of glass should be 
an additional service. 

The move came after the coun¬ 
cil introduced new plans for 
kerbside glass collection. The 
policy, which started on 
Monday, saw fortnightly glass 
collections introduced at the 
expense of garden waste collec¬ 
tions, which have reverted to a 
four week cycle. 

Councillors David Palethorpe 
(Conservative, Billing) and Phil 
Larratt (Conservative, East 
Hunsbury) put forward the 
motion following complaints 
from residents in their wards. 

Before the motion was put for¬ 
ward the issue was raised by 
other members. 

Cllr Judith Lill (Conservative, 
East Hunsbury) said: “The peo¬ 
ple have been deceived by this 
administration on glass recy¬ 
cling collections. 

“We were never told it would 
replace the garden waste collec¬ 
tion.” 

In response, the portfolio hold¬ 
er for environment, Cllr Trini 


Crake said: “Thirty per cent of 
people who have brown wheelie 
bins never ever put it out. 

“I am listening to the people of 
Northampton. 

“I am giving them the chance 
of a second wheelie bin.” 

In the past two months 205 
second brown wheelie bins have 
been purchased from the coun¬ 
cil and Cllr Palethorpe stressed 
their importance. 

He said: “It is an issue in my 
ward and places I have been in 
the town. 

“People will have to wait a 
month to get their bins emptied. 

“We do not do brown bin recy¬ 
cling free of charge, the people 
pay for everything they get. 

“If people are not going to use 
them, distribute them to some¬ 
body else.” 

He added: “There was a belief it 
was going to be an additional 
service. 

“If we are making decisions 
because of budgets, then over a 
period of time we make a prom¬ 
ise to commit to having two 
week brown bin collections.” 

Cllr Larratt said: “I feel the peo¬ 
ple of Northampton who took 
part in the pilot glass collection 
have been conned. 

“The pilot scheme gave people 
the additional service. 

“And it did not involve any 
reduction in service in regard to 
the brown bins.” 

And Cllr Tony Clarke 
(Independent, Castle) said: 
“Sometimes we are best to do 
what we do well. 

“We are being deceitful in our 
intent. If we do offer a service it

should be across the Borough. 
When this administration makes 
a promise it’s not just made on 
the Liberal Democrat party it’s 
made on all of us.” 

But Cllr Crake said: “I want to 
give you some facts. 

“We introduced a pilot scheme 
to see how the people felt about 
what we were doing. 

“Officers talked to the people 
when the pilot scheme was 
introduced. 

“And feedback was very good. 

“We collected 49.34 tonnes of 
glass on Monday. 

“That’s 49.34 tonnes less in 
landfill.” 

Cllr Crake added that it would 
cost more than £lm to employ 
the extra staff and lorries needed 
to add an additional service.

MP backs carriage and high speed service plans 


THE number of carriages on the over-crowded 
commuter service from Northampton to London 
has been doubled. 

Train operator London Midland agreed to make 
the change following a meeting with MP Brian 
Binley on Friday. 

The busy service has been much criticised in the 
past with many passengers forced to stand up and 
commuters further down the line at Milton Keynes 
and Leighton Buzzard often unable to board the 
train. 

Mr Binley, MP for Northampton South, met with 
London Midland chief executive Stephen 
Banaghan and communication manager Rachel 
Webster to discuss the situation. 

At it Mr Banaghan revealed plans to up the num¬ 
ber of carriages on the 9.05am Northampton to 
London service from the existing four to eight car¬ 
riages from the beginning of June. 

Mr Binley also learnt that by 2015, the existing 


trains will be replaced by a new generation train 
which will be able to travel on the ‘fast track’ at 
125mph. Mr Banaghan said he hoped three such 
trains would be operating in each hour to provide 
that fast track service. 

It was also revealed that Northampton station’s 
rebuilding scheme should start by the end of 2011. 

Mr Binley said: “I was delighted to learn how seri¬ 
ously Mr Banaghan had considered the matter and 
pleased that we have scored a massive victory for 
train users who travel on the train. Commuters pay 
good money for their tickets and they should not 
be forced to stand, nor put their safety at risk and it 
was refreshing for Mr Banaghan to support that 
view. 

“I was really encouraged by the meeting and am 
hopeful for the future. The news of the high speed 
trains will improve service dramatically between 
Northampton and London, and that is good news 
indeed.” 


Crackdown aims 
to target cars for 
sale at roadside

LEGAL action will be taken 
against residents who park their 
for sale cars on grass verges and 
in front of other people’s homes. 

The move is part of a clamp- 
down by Northampton Borough 
Council. 

The borough council is working 
with Northamptonshire Police, 
Benefits Service and Trading 
Standards to curb the inconsider¬ 
ate and often illegal activities of 
such car sellers. 

As well as recording details of 
traders and vehicles displayed for 
sale, officers from the council’s 
Environmental Crime Team are 
attaching stickers to car wind¬ 
screens warning of legal action. 

Detailed checks will be made 
with the DVLA in Swansea to 
track down owners. 

In April this newspaper revealed 
how grass verge car sales were 
causing problems across the 
county. 

One Rectory Farm resident, who 
did not want to be named, said 
she had spotted as many as six 
cars parked along Great Billing 
Way. 

Speaking at that time she said: 
“My trips to work in the morning 
and evening have become a dan¬ 
ger. 

“Cars are either slowing down to 
look at them or just suddenly 
braking.” 


A council spokesman said: “One 
of Northampton Borough 
Council’s objectives is to make 
the town a green, clean and 
healthy place to live and work. 

“Unauthorised car sales can be 
a nuisance and inconvenience to 
residents.” 

And head of public protection 
Steve Elsey added: “We will be 
taking tough action against any 
trader displaying cars for sale on 
public roads in Northampton and 
would advise people not to buy 
their cars from dodgy roadside 


dealers. If there is less demand for 
these cars then there will be a 
reduction in the number of these 
illegal traders. 

“We can’t solve this problem 
overnight, but we will certainly be 
making it harder for these illegal 
traders to work in the town.”

Ryan’s ramp jump makes him a record breaker 


A STUNTMAN is claim¬ 
ing a world record for 
the longest flat landing 
jump.

A NEW group will be keeping 
a close eye on social care 
issues.

The NHS and local author¬ 
ities are constitutionally 
obliged to follow up any rec¬ 
ommendations. 

The project, hosted by 
Northampton Volunteering 
Centre, seeks to involve a 
large network of individuals 
and voluntary and commu¬ 
nity groups in health and 
social care in the county, 
whether that is feeding into 
the design of new services, 
commenting on any 
planned changes or moni¬ 
toring performance. 

Northamptonshire LINk 
has just recruited a 15-strong 
management board, consist¬ 
ing of volunteers with a wide 
range of relevant skills and

“They are looking to tailor 
our refresher courses to 
incorporate rescue scenar¬ 
ios.” 

Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service now has a spe¬ 
cialist crew trained for such 
rescues based in Wellingbor¬ 
ough and have already been 
involved in a number of suc¬ 
cessful horse rescues.

Campaign set to deal with 
anti-social motorcyclists 

POLICE are set to crack down on nuisance motorcycle rid¬ 
ers this summer. 

Anti-social riding of motorbikes and mini-motos is often 
one of the priorities people ask the police to tackle in com¬ 
munities across Northampton, with the spring and sum¬ 
mer months regularly seeing the problem increase. 

Police safer community teams have pledged to launch an 
all-out crackdown on nuisance bikers. 

Officers will be seizing and, where appropriate, crushing 
any motorcycles found being used anti-socially. 

Each weekend, two staff on off-road motorcycles will be 
dedicated to patrolling hot spot areas which have been the 
subject of complaints. 

They will also carry out high profile patrols in areas 
known to be used by off-road riders. 

The operation began on Monday and will continue until 
the end of September. 

Inspector Steve Lingley, who heads the south-west sector 
Safer Community Team, is co-ordinating it. 

He said: “Riding these bikes anywhere but on approved 
bike tracks is not only a real nuisance to people, but it is 
also dangerous and illegal. 

“We are listening to the problems people tell us they have 
and are taking positive action to tackle them. 

“The noise and other nuisance of anti-social riding can 
have a strong impact on people's quality of life and we are 
committed to tackling that." 

Inspector Lingley stressed that bikes cannot be ridden on 
paths verges or public parks or even on private land except 
with the express permission of the landowner. 

He added that his team will be cracking down on the theft 
of bikes, which fuels anti-social behaviour.

THE world’s largest jigsaw has been 
completed and is now on show at a 
town school.

WHEN Carmen visits Royal & 
Derngate in June it will be the 
last of the Ellen Kent produc¬ 
tions as we currently know them. 

The opera and ballet producer 
has decided this will be her 
farewell tour after bringing the 
genres to theatres around the 
country for more than 17 years. 

Her recent productions of Aida 
and Turandot visited the 
Northampton venue earlier this 
year, just after Ellen announced 
her decision. 

She believes the time has come 
to pause the opera and ballet 
tours and after the summer is 
going to carry on exploring her 
passion for producing arena pro¬ 
ductions, something she has 
always wanted to do.

Southern Indian Taste 
Experience at Fort Kochi 

DEVOTEES of the kind of late night curry-and-beer pit-stops which strip 
the roof of your mouth and the lining from your stomach be warned 

FORT KOCHI IS NOT THAT KIND OF CURRY HOUSE!!! 

It describes itself as Northampton’s only South Indian restaurant, based on the cooking of 
Kerala - land of spices. 

And the difference starts at the door of the restaurant, which sits on Wellington Street, 
Northampton, which boasts white walls, blue carpet, mirrored pillars. It is light and airy, if a 
little like a converted insurance office. 

Being shortly after 6pm, we were only the second set of diners in the place. 

We were soon put at ease at a spacious table by a window by the waiting staff who offer a 
friendly service. 

Having worked up an appetite walking to the restaurant, we were keen to get stuck in. 
There was a fair selection for each course and the ingredients, more Thai-sounding than your 
typical Indian restaurant, all sounded deeply exotic and delicious. 

Added to which, my vegetarian friend was in seventh heaven with starters and main courses 
clearly divided into vegetarian and meat/fish, and said she had a vast choice compared with 
other restaurants she had been to. 

SO FAR, SO GOOD. 

Intrigued by the "light and crispy" pre-meal snacks we ordered a tray (£3.95). Forget a 
simple poppadom with a bit of mango chutney - we were given a rainbow of colours and 
range of textures with accompaniments including coriander chutney and lemon pickle. 

We then opted for our mains. 

While I picked the Chemeen Mollee (£7.95), my companions went for Rava Doasa (crispy 
pancake made of semolina & rice flour £5.50). 

Coconut featured heavily in my main course as well with a good number of prawns in a 
moreish sauce of turmeric, chillies, green mango, coconut milk and mustard seeds. 

The coconut rice (£1.95) I picked to go with it came in an attractive upturned bowl shaped 
and was wonderfully delicate. 

The Rava Doasa was a huge hit with the vegetarian among us via its combination of flavours 
and texture . 

Despite our post-work hunger we found we were too full to even contemplate a pudding, 
even with the promise of home made ice cream and other goodies. 

Maybe next time. 

With the bill coming in at £21.30 for the two of us for food, Fort Kochi will be a treat we plan 
to repeat again very soon.

Melon salad with

Ingredients 

150g caster sugar 

100ml grappa (from good off-licences and 
Italian delicatessens) 

Juice of 1 lemon 
1 ripe cantaloupe melon 


1 ripe Galia melon 
1/2 small ripe watermelon 
(about 500g) 

Fresh mint sprigs, to decorate 
(optional) 


Method 

1. Make the granita. Put the sugar into a 
saucepan with 500ml water. Stir over a low 
heat to dissolve the sugar, then increase the 
heat, bring to the boil and cook for 3 minutes, 
until slightly syrupy. Leave to cool, then stir in 
the grappa and lemon juice and pour into a 
shallow, freezer-proof container. Freeze until 
icy at the edges - about 11/2-2 hours. 

2. Scrape the frozen mixture away from the sides 
of the box and break into smaller crystals with 
a spoon or fork. Return to the freezer and 
repeat every 30 minutes or so, until all the 
mixture is frozen but grainy. Return to the 


freezer until ready to serve. 

3. Prepare the melons. Take a small slice off the 
top and bottom of the cantaloupe and Galia 
melons, then cut away the skin in wide strips 
from top to bottom. Halve, then scoop out and 
discard the seeds. Dice the flesh and put into a 
large bowl. Cut the watermelon into wedges 
and slice the flesh from the skin. Dice the flesh, 
pick out and discard the seeds, and add to the 
bowl. Gently toss together. 

4. Divide the melon between 6 glasses. Spoon 
some of the granita on top and decorate with a 
mint sprig, if using, to serve.

Grilled Mackerel with Carrots and Cucumber 


Preparation: 

5mins plus marinating time 
Cooking: 6-8mins 
Serves 4 
Per serving: 

364 calories, 24.4g fat, 5g saturates, 
6.5g sugars, 1.02g salt 
Price per portion: 61 p 


Ingredients 

225g/8oz cucumber 
225g/8oz carrots, peeled 

3 tbsp chopped fresh coriander 
juice of 1 lime 

1 tbsp Thai fish sauce 
1 tsp caster sugar 

4 mackerel, filleted 


Method 

1. Cut the cucumber in half lengthways, then use a 

teaspoon to remove the seeds. Use the thin slicer blade on the side of a 
cheese grater to finely slice the cucumber and carrots (alternatively very 
finely slice them with a knife). 

2. Place in a bowl, add the coriander, lime juice, fish sauce and sugar then 
mix well. Leave to marinate for at least lOmins. 

3. Preheat the grill to high. Line a grill rack with foil. Season the mackerel 
fillets on both sides then place skin side up on the rack. Grill for 6-8mins 
or until the skin is crisp and the flesh flakes easily. Divide the salad 
between four plates, place 2 fillets on top of each and decorate with 
water cress. Serve with new potatoes if liked.

REVEW 


Just Between Ourselves 
Royal Theatre, Northampton, 
until June 13

IN case you hadn’t noticed all the 
fuss being made in Northampton, 
playwright Sir Alan Ayckbourn 
celebrates his 70th birthday this 
year. 

But why mark it in Northampton? 
Because the artistic director of the 
Royal & Derngate, Laurie Sansom, 
was Sir Alan’s assistant at Scarbor¬ 
ough before bringing his consider¬ 
able talents southwards. 

And who are we to complain? If it 
means plays of extraordinary cali¬ 
bre and poignancy, combined with 
the trademark Ayckbourn barbs 
and brilliance, staged by actors of 
acuity, wit and stature, then let the 
celebrations continue for as long as 


possible. Just Between Ourselves is 
the curtain-raiser in a trilogy from 
across the Ayckbourn canon that 
will run between now and August. 
Dating from 1976, it has all the hall¬ 
marks that signal the prolific writer 
at his most acerbic and perceptive. 

With a cast of just five, it follows 
the intertwining fortunes of Dennis 
and Vera and their younger coun¬ 
terparts Neil and Pam over the 
course of four birthdays in one 
year. 

The mechanics of the plot are less 
significant than the dynamics of 
the relationships, and Dennis’s 
quiet suburban destruction of his 
wife without ever suspecting what 
he’s doing is played out exquisitely 
by the supremely talented pairing 
of Kim Wall and Dorothy Atkinson. 

Atkinson’s fragile disintegration at 
the witless hands of Wall’s immacu¬ 
lately drawn Dennis is perfectly 
judged to wrench tears alongside 
the laughs, while Matthew Cottle 


and Lucy Briers as the younger 
couple wring their own bittersweet 
heartache from their mutual 
imploding co-dependency. There’s 
a fine, painfully accurate Mother, 
too, from Marlene Sidaway, playing 
her own insidious part in Vera’s 
breakdown. 

Director Mark Rosenblatt displays 
a deft touch, allowing a meticulous 
set by Ben Stones to offset the play¬ 


ers’ sublime performances, with¬ 
out himself becoming heavy- 
handed or intrusive. The result is 
an impeccable opener to the Ayck¬ 
bourn season that augurs well for 
the coming months as the same 
ensemble take on works from 1988 
and 2004. Whatever the initial justi¬ 
fication for the celebration, 
Northampton should be rightly 
proud of its tribute to Sir Alan.

“I would not expect him to travel to Glouces¬ 
tershire as the last thing we want is to risk Nicky 
and have him go down for our two County 
Championship games.” 

Andrew Hall took over the captaincy in the 
absence of his fellow former South Africa inter¬ 
national, with regular stand-in skipper Stephen 
Peters still sidelined with a broken thumb. 

David Sales also remains a long-term absentee 
although Northants have been boosted by the 
return of Steven Crook after a side strain. 

Northants will be looking for David Willey to 
continue his good form with the ball that has 
seen the promising all-rounder take five wickets 
in his first two Twenty20 matches.

I AM really pleased to see how we have 
performed so far in this year’s Twenty20

We are lucky to have him when Niall is 
missing from the side, although it does not 
mean he is a lesser wicketkeeper. 

Riki is a really good fielder so we don’t lose 


anything when he is not behind the 
stumps. 

The next step with Riki is working on get¬ 
ting him to bat over two or three sessions 
and converting those 30s and 40s into 50s 
and centuries. 

This is especially important as over the 
next two weeks we have a brief resumption 
of the County Championship before the 
final Twenty20 Cup group games. 

When it comes to returning to the longer 
form of the game I have seen the more 
experienced players adapt better. 

Various players find it easier and it will be 
interesting to see how we go when we face 
Surrey at home next Thursday. 

In our earlier games, Stephen Peters and 
David Sales have not been available but I 
have been pleased with the performances 
of several of our batsmen. 

Andrew Hall ground out a century against 
Leicestershire and Nicky Boje did the same 
against Kent. 

We have been missing David especially 
because he can weigh anchor and bat all 
day but it does give some of the younger 
players their opportunity. 

We’ll be hoping they take them.

FORCE India team principal Dr Vijay Mallya 
is looking for his team to match their per¬ 
formance from Monaco in this weekend's 
Turkish Grand Prix. 

The Silverstone-based outfit had both cars 
reach second qualifying while in the race 
Giancarlo Fisichella came ninth, narrowly 
missing out on the team’s first ever point. 

Now Mallya is looking for the team to main¬ 
tain that form and achieve a similar set of 
results at Istanbul Park. 

He said: “The result has had a great motiva¬ 
tion on the team and the drivers - we just 
need that little bit more. 

“We have some new development items 
coming through, such as new front wheel 
spinners and a small modification for the rear 
suspension, plus the rear wing we ran in 
Monaco will also undergo some slight 
changes to suit the downforce level in Istan¬ 
bul. 

“However, the main thrust of the upgrades 
will come through in Silverstone now, so our 
aim for Turkey should be to keep the momen¬ 
tum we picked up in Monaco going and con¬ 
solidate our form rather than wholesale 
improvements.” 

The Indian billionaire was not in Monaco 
for the race but was straight on the phone to 
congratulate the team for their efforts. 

“I think this weekend shows I have capable, 
confident people in the right positions and I 
do not need to be there looking over their 
shoulders,” he said. 

“I would have been delighted with one car 
in Q2, but to get two was a dream. It then 
continued into Sunday’s race where Gian¬ 
carlo was so close to that eighth place. 

“I was so proud of everyone and it’s cer¬ 
tainly very encouraging for the rest of the sea¬ 
son.” 

Meanwhile Fisichella would be happy just 
to get into second qualifying again, despite 
the significant improvements the team have 
made so far this season. 

The Italian, who has raced in every Turkish 


Grand Prix, said: “I quite enjoy Turkey. It’s a 
very physical track, you get lots of adrenalin 
when you drive there with the gradient 
changes and I have had some good results, 
including a fourth in 2005. 

“We don’t have a lot of new development 
coming through for this race though so it is 
going to be a tough one but once again we 


need to keep pushing. 

“I’d love to get into Q2 again but we will 
know more about where we stand after Fri¬ 
day.” 

Force India will be hoping to erase the 
memories of last year’s race when Fisichella 
was taken out at the start by Kazuki Naka- 
jima, while Adrian Sutil finished 16th.
